with, or revealed in Your Book, or You taught to any of Your creation, or which You have 
preserved in the knowledge of the Unseen with You, that You make the Quran the life of my 
heart and the light of my breast, and a departure for my sorrow and a release for my anxiety' — but 
Allaah will take away his/her distress and grief, and replace it with joy." 

He was asked: 'O Messenger of God, should we learn this?’ He said: "Of course; everyone who 
hears it should learn it." 


‘The beautiful names of God are not limited and are innumerable. God, may He be Glorified and 
Exalted, has names and attributes that He has kept to Himself in the knowledge of the unseen with 
Him.’ [Ibn al-Qayyim (d. 1350 CE / 751 AH)] 


For this reason, the words 'An Introduction to a few...' are included in the title of this text. 
The text is a humble attempt to compile a variety of not all, but some of the Names, Attributes 
and Qualities of God, and some descriptions of His actions. 


Moreover, using a variety of sources, brief meanings have been given for the Names and 
Attributes of God in this text. However, God is Al-Waasi' — the Vast, Boundless, All-Embracing. In 
reality, each Name and Attribute has a much deeper and greater meaning; entire volumes and 
books have been written on them by past and present-day Muslim scholars and students. 
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Therefore, although the Names and Attributes have been grouped into subsections in this text, 
they should not be understood as belonging to a specific subsection only, but rather they could be

included in various others too. For example, Dal o 'Rabbul-'Izzah: The Lord of Honour, Power, 
Might’ – is included in the section of ‘Lordship & Governance’, but could also be included in 
another two sections: ‘Power & Might’ and ‘Grandeur & Magnificence’. 


Any merit and good that comes from this text is from God alone — Who is the All-Knowing (А!- 
‘Aleem), the Most Holy One, All-Pure, All-Perfect (Al-Qudduus), and the Source of Peace & 
Perfection, the Impeccable (As-Salaam). Any errors and deficiencies are entirely from the author.

[Ibn al-Qayyim (d. 1350 CE / 751 AH)]

has brought you to ruin/doom, and you have become ‘this Day among the losers.’

(A brief comment on this narration above): ‘It is to have ‘Husnudh-Dhann’ — thinking good and

" Remember" when your Lord said to the angels, "Indeed, 1 am going to place upon the earth a successive 
"human" authority (generations of man).” They asked, “Will You place upon it one who causes corruption 
therein and sheds blood, while we exalt You with praise and declare Your perfection / proclaim Your 


holiness?” He (God) said, “Indeed, 1 know that which you do not know."
